Suspended Matter In Flame, 


Professor Stokes, the eminent scien- 
t, has in a most ingenious manner 
lately demonstrated the presenco of sus- 
pec matter in flame. The way this 
is optically proved is by condensing sun- 
light on the flame, and the light is then 
scattered by the solid particles in an ex- 
tremely thin layer, both where the beam 
enters the flame and where it leaves it. 
It is polarized in the flame of reflection 
—an effect, however, which is not found 
in all flames—it being absent, for in- 
stance, in that ofa Bunsen flame tinged 
with burning sodium. In the latter caso 
this seems to be due to the fact that the 
sodium is in the form of yapor, not of 
solid particles,

cently. Mr, Attwood isan Englishman. 
He had bought a ranch in Alameda 
county and expects to make California 
his permanent home. His business af- 
fairsin east Africa, however, will require 
him to make a yisit there in three or four 
months. Mr, Attwood thinks Mashona- 
land is the country of all others in that 
part of Africa destined to come to the 
front, ‘Isis no country for a married 
man,” he said, “‘but for a young man it 
offers greatinducements. It isa wilder- 
ness now, and that is the reason there is 
so good a show. The British ast Africa 
company, organized in something like 
the lines of the British East India com- 
pany, has been granted immense areas 
of lands and otherrights, A great num- 
ber of very rich men are behind it, and 
they are going to build a long railroad 
to open up the country. This is what 
affords opportunities there. The coun- 
try isveryrich. An acre there will pro- 
duce more than any family can use. 
Maize or Indian corn is the principal 
crop, though mangoes, sweet potatoes, 
oranges and many other things give a 
prodigious crop, Oranges are yery fine, 
and they are so cheap that they are only 
worth 6 cents forahundred, No irriga- 
tion whatever is required, The soilis quite 
sandy, 
used in the cultivation of the maize, It 
is all done by natives with hoes. Hereto- 
fore it has been no use to attempt to grow 
much, because it could not be got out. 
Still what has been grown has brought 
#1 for every 200 pounds, and from that 
up to more than $2.

Blood of Old Londoners Amid a Mass of 


Viaring, Bewildering Lights—How the 


“Header” Is Done. ; 


London's latest thrill is derived from 
the feat of a man who dives down nine- 
ty-five feet from the roof of the West 
minster aquarium into a narrow and com 
paratively shallow tank of water, set in 
the floor of the building, saysa writer 
in the New YorkSun. ‘The éxploit calls 
for an astounding combination of nerve 
and skill, and is far more noteworthy 
than any of the bridge-jumping acts 
which have been so tiresomely frequent 
of late years. The diver is Thomas 
Burns, who has acquired considerable 
notoriety as a diver from bridges and as 
an expert swimmer, and not a little 
fame from his having saved no fewer 
than thirty-two lives during his 

sr, He is a sturdily built man, 
26 years of 1: He has 
frequently dived from bridges over a 
hundred feet high into rive: but his 
at the aquarium is a very different 
affair. He stands on a tiny platform 
suspended among the iron girders of the 
root, ninety-five feet above the floor, 
and sees below him, instead of a broad, 
deep river, amass of flaring, bewilder- 
ing lights, a sea of upturned faces, and 
in the wooden floor of the stage what 
seems from that height to be a mere slot, 
the tank which he must surely land in. 
The tank is eighteen feet long, eight 
feet wide and seven feet deep. The diver 
actually dives, takes a header, and does 
not drop feet foremost, after the man- 
ner of the bridge jumpers. The mar- 
velous precision required to land in the 
tank is easily appreciable, as is also the 
fate that would befall him should he 
miss his mark. 

Burns is hoisted up to his aerial porch 
by means ofja ropeand pulley. The spec- 
tators can barely discern him through 
that distance of perpendicular space. 
They see him peer over the platform 
edge, then they see his toes project over, 
he crouches down, and then he glides off 
the platform head foremost, and comes 
plunging down with stiffly outstretched 
arms, and hands meeting in front of him 
in regular “header” fashion. But 
when little more than halfway down his 
feet fall over his back toward his head, 
he turns almost completely over, and be- 
fore the murmur of excitement and 
horror that is the usual accompani- 


strikes the water with his shoulders and 
back with a prodigious thud. He skims 
just under the surface of the water, 
seeming barely to enter it, and comes up 
face upward.

Eugen Richter, the great anti Socialist 
of Germany, published a book, entitled 
| Pictures of the Socialistic Future, which 

has been sold as fast as the successive 
editions could be prepared. The popu- 
larity of the work moyed a clever novel 
ist to incorporate similarly anti-Socialis- 
tic doctrine in a “romance of the times,” 
just published in Leipsic under the title, 
‘And Bebel Spoke, This romance has 
been sold by the ten thousand already, 
and the demand shows no abating. 

The most remarkable feature of the 
novel is that most of the characters are 
solected from real life. August Bebel, 
William Lieoknecht, and other Svcial 
democratic leaders are introduced by 
their correct names, and are placed in 
all sorts of embarrassing situations de- 
signed by the author. 

The moral object of the work is to 
illustrate what the world would come to 
if August Bebel’s Woman, with all its 
doctrines of free loye and woman's 
rights, should be realized. To this end 
tho author introduces Hans Frischmuth, 
editor of the Vorwaerts, organ of the 
Central Social Democratic Committee, 
and his young and beautiful bride, 
Helga. The young wife becomes inter- 
ested in her husband's Socialistic plans 
for the upsetting of society, and to in- 
crease her knowledge of the purposes of 
him and his fellow-Socialists, she reads 
Bebel's Woman. From this book she 
learns that all her ideas of faithfulness 
and love to her husband are conventional 
and false, and that she has an inborn 
right to seek her affinity outside her 
home, 

She hears Bebol speak and becomes 
infatuated with him, In obedience to 
the teachings of Woman, she deci‘les to 
leave her husband and to seek Bebel as 
her future companion in life. All this 
transformation in her inner life, how- 
ever, she has kept to hers-!.. 

Her husband, meantime has had dif- 
ferences with the Social Democratic 
Central Committee, who wish to dictate 


to him his opinion in matters of religion. 
He is disciplined tyrannically by Lieb- 
Imecht, While smarting from this in- 
justice, he learns from Helga her de- 
cision to abandon him for Bebel. He 
goes from the house and shoots himself. 
Bebel is the first one to discover the 
suicide, and to him falls the duty of 
breaking the news to Helga, of whose 
love for him he knows nothing. He an- 
nounces his coming in a note. Helga 
supposes that he will call to appoint a 
place and time of meeting. She enters 
the room where he awaits her, and be- 
fore he can tell her of her husband's end, 
astounds him by declaring her love in the 
words which he has used in Woman to 
exalt true love and the right of free chotce 
among women, With an exclamation of 
horror and reproach, Bebel throws her 
from him, aa leaves the house without 
waiting to explain his errand, 

The next morning Helga reads in the 
newspapers the story_of her husband's 
end. Maddened by Bebel’s scorn and 
the recollection of her perfidy to her 
husband, she drowns herself in the 
Spree. The nows of her suicide reaches 
Bebel as he is about so speak in the 
Reichstag. He hesitates a moment, then 
proceeds to the speaker’s tribune, and 
makes an eloquent plea for the socialistic 
organization of society. 

The author of this romance has con- 
cealed his identity under the pseudonym, 
E, Herrmann. He is a: careful student 
of social democracy, and in the conyer- 
sations among the Social Democrats has 
described briefly all the doctrines and 
ideals of the best socialistic teachers of 
modern Europe. 


A Married Woman's Reign. 


The married woman plays a much 
larger part in our society tray than she 
did ten years ago, and the almighty girl 
has lost some of her supremacy. We 
are not ruled by Daisy Miller as we once 
were, though the foreigner still seems to 
think so, and makes the girl the central 
point in most of the sketches of Ameri- 
cans abroad. But Daisy was a very real 
and liying person when Mr. Henry James 
immortalized her. It was thought at 
the time by many that she represented 
a tendency in the future. It seems to 
me, on the contrary, that she was even 
then becoming a relic of the past. The 
cml povence of the pert maid is almost 
complete in the village, where she neces- 
sarily has more leisure, a lighter heart 
and less to think of, than the farmer's 
wife or the laboring man’s help mate. 
The impression she produces comes from 
her vitality, not from her intelligence. 
Marriage in the life of the village is a 
much more serious affair than in that 
state of life fo which society considers it 
is called. It means hard work, a 
large family, mouths to feed and clothes 
to wash. In other words, it means ser- 
vice, if not servitude, even with the as- 
sistance of the modern farming machin- 
ery, which did not exist in the days 
when Daisy Miller's progenitrix began 
to be, and when such a state of things as 
exists in our time was not even dreamed 
of. The villagedrama, if the village had 
one, was no doubt fundamentally like 
the drawing-room tragedy of our time, 
but the actors were not thesame. They 
were generally considerably younger and 
brought more activity and less thought 
tothe events in which they slave a 
part; more sentimentality and Ie pas: 
sion, more conventional stage business 
and leas original power. In the pastoral 
state none but the very young had time 
forsuchsentiment. But we have chang- 
ed all that and Daisy Miller no longer 
lays the “leading lady" in the comedy. 
That isa sign of civilization, because 
civilization means all that which dimin- 
ishes the difficulties of material existence 
and tends to develop what we have 
agreed to call the higher side of human 
nature,—Mariou Crawford in Ladies’

SOCIALISTIC FUTURE.) JUAN AND  YSABEL, 


In the rocky but pleasant little valle 
of the Rio Flovido, hh the state of Chi. 
huahua, not far from the station of Cor- 
ralitos on the Mexican Central railway, 
there may be seen the ruins of what 50 
years 4g0 was the magnificent manor 
house or hacienda of a large rancho, 
There, too, were raised the strong, black 
bulls for the arenas of Chihuahua and 
| the lower provinces of Mexico. . The 

gateway to this once famous place, al- 
| though dilapidated and thrown down, 
has not yet crumbled into dust, but still 
shows the marks of its former splendor. 
| On the left side of the entrance, about 

300 feet distant from the broad road 
which led to the stately mansion, side 
by sido, are two wooden crosses roughly 
fashioned out of oak logs, on both of 
which with care may still be traced a 
rudely carved inscription. The words 
are in that crude Mexico-Castilian lan- 
guage common tothecountry. That on 
the right as you face the line of what 
was once the fence surrounding the 
grounds of the hacienda invites the 
passerby to offer: 

One ave maria and a pater noster for 
the repose of the soul of Ysabel Mora, 
who fell by the hands of the Indians on 
the 11th day of October in the year 1845, 
in the flower of her youth and uty.” 

On the other: 

“Here lies Juan Maria Orteza, native 
of—-—, killed by the Indians on the 11th 
of October, 1845. Christian, for the sake 
of God, pray for him,” 

The story of the young girland young 
man who lie under these rudely hewn 
crosses 18 a sad one and absolutely true. 
The rancho de Cadena is about half wa 
between the cities of Durango and Chi- 
huanua, It flourished 50 years ago under 
the careful pHApe Ramen of its owner, 
an aged Mexican known all over the re- 
gion as “El Coxo” (the game leg). He 
was a widower, with a family of eight 
sons, each of wliom was an expert in the 
exciting games of the country—‘‘Colea 
de toros,” or the more cruel and barbar- 
ous pastime of ‘E] gallo,” 

“Colea de torcs,” in plain English is 
bull Pare nat is, seizing the bull in 
the ring by the tail and securing it 
under tho right leg. Tho rider then, by 
wheeling his horse suddenly outward, 
upsets the bull in the midst of his mad 
career, the huge animal rolling over 
and over in the dust, bellowing with 
pain and fright. ‘Bl gallo,” much 
more brutal, consists of fastening a 
rooster by the leg to a tree or toa picket 
driven into the ground, with its head 
and neck well greased. The game is 
nieve on horseback, all, starting to- 
gether, strive to reach the bird first, 
and seizing it by the neck try to break 
the strings that hold it and ride off with 
the prize. Tho well aor neck gen- 
erally slips through the fingers of the 


first who grasps it, but as soon as one 
finds himself in possegssion he rides off 
pursued by the rest, whosé object is to 
rescue the fowl. Of coursein the ex- 
citing contest which ensues the bird is 
torn to pieces. Then the fortunate pos- 
sessor of the bleeding morsels presents 


them to his lady loveasa gage d’amour. 

The eight sons of ‘‘El Coxo” were con- 
ceded to be the bravest, the handsomest 
and the best in handling the lasso of any 

oung men in the state of Chihuahua. 

heir experience from boyhood as ya- 
queros or herdsmen on their father’s vast 
pastures had made them as used to sit- 
ting ona horse as in a chair, and the 
character of the fierce bulls which were 
raised on the ranch expressly for the 
arenas of the City of Mexico inspired 
them with the brave nature of the fam- 
ous animals themselves. 

Residing with the family was a young 
girl, a ward of “E] Coxo,” an orphan 
and the daughter of a friend and class- 
mate at school. Ysabel Mora was in 
1845, but 16 years old—a yery pretty, 
black oyed, black haired girl, the “‘toast’’ 
of both the valley of Rio Florido and of 
the valley of Nazos, Her extreme loye- 
liness even had been the talk of the great 
fair held in San Bartolomo, 

Escamilla, the third son of ‘El Coxo,” 
was just 20, stood 5 feet 10 inches in his 
shoes, was as straight as an arrow and 
as lithesome as the reeds that grew on 
the margin of the lagoons on the ranch. 
He was better educated than the rest of 
his brothers, both in a practical sense

‘That there 
is a growing school of young Canadian 
writers, only those who follow literature 
quite closely know, and yet some of the 
cleverest work ontoring into our litera 
ture emanates from this uprising of 
Canadian talent.

These men 
have been marked Ms ae ae late 
in Toronto fora number of years, and 
justly celebrated the world over. _ But 
those men aye notnatiye-born en 
0, during the past, Canada could boast 
only of a borrowed literary lustre, During 
the later years, however, we have witness- 
ed a sudden uprising of literary talent 
that is both curious andremarkabla Not 
éne man of letters, but a whole group of 
yeung writers have sprung into exist- 
ence—all talented, all industrious in the 
pursuit of literary fame, and all offering 
promise for the future. Itis interesting 
to note, too, that this first expression of 
genuine native Canadian literary feeling 
takes the form, for the most part, of 
Rootry, not in the scholastic vein, nor 
ainty society verse, nor the epic; but 
in fresh, pure lyric strains that charm 
the ear while they delight the senso. 
These young Canadian poets have sought 
nature alone for their inspiration. They 
sing of their native land and the great 
lakes; not vaguely nor conventionally, 
but with a fresh, Maayan spirit that bo- 
tokens the genuine lover and close ob- 
server of nature in all her c> .nging 
moods. They know nature th~ oughly, 
minutely, scientifically, and thvir poetry 
springs out of the emotions arising 
therefrom. Thoy show the poetry that 
exists in every detail of nature's daily 
round. Especially is this true of Archi- 
bald Lampman and William Wilfred 
Campbell, two names so often met in 
American magazines. 
These two young men, both abont 30 
years of age, belong to a circle of writers 
alf of whom are engaged in the civil 
service at Ottawa. They are all closely 
associated, all good friends and all am1i- 
able rivals in literary endeavor. Of | 
this group four have made themselves 
widely and fayorably known throughout 
the continent; the two before mentioned, 
with Duncan Campbell Scott and J.

He plays in the rush line of the 
college football team and leads hig 
pupils in the rough and tumble scrim- 
mago with as much enthusiasm asin tho 
class room, Prof. Roberts is a married 
man and has a fainily of three children, 


The namo of Roberts suggests at once 
that of his cousin, Bliss Carman, a poet 
whose work has won for him a position 
among the young writers. His poems 
which have appeared in several of our 
best magazines during late years stamp 
him as a poet of the first rank. He has 
been compared at times to Shelley, at 
times to Rosetti, but most of his verses 
possess & flavor and an atmosphere pe- 
culiarly his own—the atmosphere of 
Nova Scotia, the Grand Pre country, and 
of northern Canada. Mr. Carman, like 
his young associates and friends in let- 
ters, is about 80. He is a New Bruns- 
wicker by birth and a grandson of 
Daniel Bliss, the leader of the band that 
colonized that part of Nova Scotia, after- 
wards made a separate colony as New 
Brunswick. He was educated with his 
cousin, Roberts, under George R. Par- 
kin, and to this day never loses an op- 
portunity to confess his indebtedness to 
the stirring example and able instruc- 
tion of his great teacher. Like the other 
pupils at the collegiate institute, Mr. 
Carman felt the spell that Mr. Parkin’s 
personality never failed to exert. Abont 


York and assumed an editorial position 
on The Independent. Dnring.and pre- 
vious to his relations with this paper, 
various poems appeared in the leading 
magazines from his pen, attracting 
general public attention and the warm- 
est praise of literary critics. Mr. Car- 
man has not yet published a volume of 
poetry, though ulmost enough of his 
poems havyeappeared in one quarter and 
another to make up a book. He has 
lately severed his editorial relations and 
is engaged in general literary work.

Mr. Parker's 
life has been one of unusual interest. 
Within the 30 years of his existence he 
has crowded much adyenture, much 
travel and much observation of men and 
things. He was bornon the high seas, 
but Canada was the first land he knew, 
and he was educated at Trinity college, 
Toronto. Though at first intent on the 
ministry, he changed his mind and de- 
termined to make literature his profes- 
sion. He went to Australia and spent 
some time there, lecturing and writing 
for The Sydney Morning Herald. He 
was commissioned to travel through the 
islands of the South seas and prepare de- 
scriptive articles. The travel lasted for 
several years, and the results of it are 
embodied in two books, “‘Round the Com-

ine,” both of them illustrated works. 
He came to this country two yearsago

Convicts Who Refuse to Work, Are Chain- 
ed to the Treadmill, and Subject to the 
Most Excrucinting Tortures—The In- 
auisition Neealled, 


One of the greatest horrors of the old 
English jail system as described in 
Reade’s ‘'Never Too Late to Mend,” was 
the turning of a crank attached to @ 
machine which registered thenumber of 
revolutions. By the adding of weights 
to the machine the difficulty of turning 
the crank can be increased, and the pun- 
ishment consists in making the prisoner 
perform acertain number of revolutions, 
This machine has long since been taken 
from the English jails in civilized lands, 
but it still exists in the jail at Barma 
The prisoner is confined in a close cell 
and in one wall of this is set this craks.

The bare legs ofsome bore 
chains so heavy that they had tied them 
up and fastened them to their waist 
coats in order that they might not be 
impeded in their work by them, and 
that the weight m ght be taken from 
their ankles. Seveval of the men were 
handcuffed and their hands thus fas: 
tened were chained oyer the bar above 
the wheel. These were the men who 
had refused the crank that morning, and 
others had committed minor faults for 
which they were undergoing this pun? 
ishment, At the foot of this great 
wheel, and under the shadow of these 
three hundred legs which stepped up- 
ward to the musical jingle of the chains 
upon them 150 other prisoners squatted 
on their knoes and held up their hands 
together toward myself and the guide in 
the attitude of prayer. They remained 
in this attitude as long as we stayed in 
the room, and in going throughout the 
big jail, wherever we met a convict he 
bobbed down upon his knees, folded his 
hands, and remained thus until we pass- 
ed. Lasked the reason for this, and was 
told that it was done in order to prevent 
the prisoners taking the guards by sur- 
prise. . 
All of the 4,000 men and women in 
this big Burmese jail do work of some 
kind; and though the English are, per- 
haps, the most advanced people in the 
world in their use of steam, there is not 
a steam engine of any kind in this prison 
city. I saw the waterworks of the es: 
tablishment; it consisted of a numberof 
barelegged men, with chains upon them, 
walking up a wheel like the treadmill, 
and in the rice mills and oil-pressing 
establishment the grinding up of the 
seeds which make the oil and of the rice 
for food, was all done by hand. I saw 
men straining every muscle, while the 
sweat pou in streams off their bare 
backs as they dragged one heavy mill- 
stone around upon another; and I was 
told that each man was Sao to make 
and clean fifty pounds of flour daily in 
the flour mill. Throughout the othar 

arts of the jail I noticed the same i- 
Pitities of cruelty, and an inhuman jailer 
could here make his prisoners suffer 
tortures equal almost to those of the 
Inquisition. —Frank G, Carpenterin the

Divorce Statistlos. 

A statistician who has been looking 
into the matter of divorce has found that 
the proportion of divorces to population

They express their 
sorrow in poignant lamentations— a 
national wail that isso harrowing that 
I avoid hearing it whenever itis possi- 
ble. No matter how far the disease 
may haye advanced, though it may 


times requires official interference to 
prevent tho friends and relatives kissing 
and embracing the sick who are to be 
sentinto banishment, and whom, they 
know, they will neyer see again.”

ONLY SEEMING DEATH, 


ELECTROCUTION DECLARED TO BE A 
BRUTAL FRAUD. 


That Such Shocks Kill Criminals, bat 


Says They Die Under the Surgeon's 


Knife—Can This bo True? 


One of the most distinguished scienti 
fic men in France, a man with regard to 
whose honor and consummate ability 
there is no question, has just asserted 
that the electric shock of our penal laws 
does not kill, Ho maintains and insists 
that the current simply brings about ap- 

yarent death, and that the person sub- 
jected to it may be revived by artificial 
respiration, In other words, the crimi 
nals who have been subjected to death 
by electricity in this state have not been 
killed by the current, but by the knives 
of the physicians who conducted the

autopsy upon them. 

These extraordinary statements are 
hardly credible, but he must be a bold 
man who would attempt to assert the 
contrary of any views to which M, d’Ar 
sonval puts his name and stamps with 
his high authority. A remarkable sum- 
mary of the labors of Professor d’Arson- 
val in regard to deaths and accidents 
caused by high tension currents, has 
just appeared in the Moniteur Industriel. 
The conclusions deduced are a OnEY, 
confirmatory of those formulated by M. 
d’Arsonyal since 1887. Electricity is 
ehown to kill in two ways: 

1. By producing mechanical lesions of 
the vessels and nervous system. 

2. By inhibiting the great functions only 
or partially (stoppage of respirations, of 
the heart, of the exchanges between the 
tissnea and the blood, eto.). 

The first kind of death is attendant on 
lightning and the static discharges of 
powerful batteries. It is seldom en- 
countered in cases of industrial dis- 
charges. The second, on the contrary, 
is nearly always therule, Thepractical 
bearing of these facts is that, while the 
first brings about definite death, the 
effect of the second aay be a atate of 
apparent death, from which the person 
may be made to revive. by practicing 
artificial respiration immediately after 
the accident. 

D'Arsonyal holds that a person struck 
by an electric shock should be treated 
exactly as one drowned, and the formula 
which he has given to electricians has 
called back to life a number of men 
since its publication, M. d’Arsonyal 
and Biraud stigmatize the putting of 
criminals to death by electric shock as 
a complicated, barbarous and unreliable 

roceeding, and they dare American 
doctors to practice artificial respiration 
upon the criminal after his socalled 
“death.” D'Arsonyal maintains that 
the use of dynainic electricivy produces 
in man a kind of anesthwsia, under cov- 
er of which he is mangled alive, and 
must be so in order to really become a 
corpse. 

It is needless to say that d’Arsonyal’s 
earnest exposition of the results obtained 
in his recent experiments has attracted 
public attention to France and created a 
profound sensation, The experiments 
of M, d’Arsonyal go to show that while 
the New York method is far from being 
certain, it is also brutal in the extreme, 
and is open to the doubt. that in no cage 
does it ever accomplish its purpose, 
namely that of Killing, the man or wo- 
man upon whom the law has passed the 
sentence of death. If M. d’Arsonyal is 
to be believed, every man who has been 
subjected to the process in this state has 
probably been killed at the inquest. 

With a view to answering the ques- 
tions here raised, a reporter called upon 
seyeral electrical and medical authorities 
amd has submitted to them the views 
and experiments of M. d'Arsonyal. 

Joseph Wetzler, editor of the Electri- 
cal Engineer, said: ‘1 believe that 
d’Arsonyal’s statements are thoroughly 
well founded. I believe, further, that 
the death by electricity is horribly cruel. 
The opinion is based on the statements 
of those who have received shocks of 
electric current of the strength used 
by the state, and who describe 
their sensations under the ordeal 
as ‘the tortures of hell.’ How long 
the victim is subjected to this torture 
before becoming absolutely insen- 
sible, can, of course, according to our 
present light, be only a matter of con- 
jecture; but that he actually does suffer 
excruciatingly for some period of time, 
is matter about which there can be not 
the slightest doubt. The characteriza- 
tion of electrical execution as a humane 
method of killingis based on entirely in- 
sufficient promises and is in the highest 
degree misleading and inaccurate. It is 
hoped that the results of M. d'Arsonyal’s 
investigation will be brought to the at- 
tention of the legislature and that this 
mode of capital punishment may at 
length be regarded in its true light and 
abolished.” 

Other experts :#en held substantially 
the same views.—New York Cor, Chi- 
cago Herald.

PREVENTION OF SEASICKNESS. 
of the Things Which Must Bo At- 
tondod To on Ocean Ships. 

For a long time the improvements in 
transatlantic steamers have had mainly 
for their object the shortening of the 
trip between America and Europe, and 
the latest Cunard ship, the Campania, 
is to cross in five days and possibly ma 
reduce the record to four and one-half 
days. She is the longest and most capa- 
cious steamship afloat, her 600 feet 
lenght between perpendiculars bein 
only 80 feet short of the departed Grea 
Eastern, and her beam of 65, 7 feet being 
17 feet less than the defunct leviathan, 
Her length over all is 620 feet; extreme 
breadth, 65 feet 8 inches; depth to upper 
deck, 43 feet, and gross tonnage about 
12,500 tons, Her displacement will 
probably be 18,000 tons. She is fitted 
with two sets of the most meena triple 
expansion engines that have yet been 
constructed, each set, it is believed, ca- 
pelle of indicating from 14,000 to 15,000 

orse power. A fair idea of her size 
may, perhaps, be gathered from the 
Pittsburg Dispatch’s statement that her 
funnels are each 21 feet in diameter and 
the monkey-bridge is 60 feet above the 
level of the water, 

While every possible modern resource 
is thus being exhausted in the attempt 
to shorten the Atlantic ferry ua there 
are signs that attention is being directed 
at length to the securing of greater com- 
fort during the passage, especially to pre- 
vent seasickness. It has lately been sug- 
gested that no good means of rogistering 
the motions of ships in riding on the 
wayes has yet been devised, and that such 
an appliance Would be useful in helpin 
shipbuilders to discover the best way or 
making steady yessols—such as would 
diminish the risk of seasickness.

of traveling in certain ships will be de- 
termined by their seagoing form as 
much as by their speed. 

While, however, scientific men are 
taking in hand the determination of the 
theories on which such a reformation is 
to be based, a most successful attempt 
has been made to attain the same end 
by practical means, The newest 
steamers of the Atlantic Transport com- 

any, plying between New York and 

ondon, are provided with two extra 
keels, which run three-quarters of their 
length. No other Atlantic liner has the 
advantage of this special construction 
of hull, which reduces the rolling mo- 
tion toa minimum, Every cabin is 
kept constantly supplied with pure air, 
and the odors of the galley are rendere:

Blowing Up Condemned Cannon. 

Near Monocacy, Pa., parties were re- 
cently engaged in the novel business of 
breaking to pieces with dynamite the 
monster steel guns made by the manu- 
facturers of cannon for the government, 
which, after being cast, are found to be 
imperfect. The slightest flaw, abrasion 
or crack in cannon is sufficient to cause 
the inspectors to condemn them. These 
discarded guns cannot be remelted un- 
less they are reduced to small pieces. 
The cannons are taken in an out-of-the- 
way place, where holes are drilled into 
them and then set off with dynamite, of 
which material a ton is used per month, 
Nearly all the guns are shipped to Mono- 
cacy station ant Birdsboro, whence they 
are carted to the place where the dyna- 
miting is done. They weigh all the way 
from four to twenty-five tons and 
eighteen to twenty-five horsesgare fre- 
quently required, From a hal’ to three 
pounds of dynamite is used per blast. 
Some days as high as 200 blasts are made 
and none of the blasted pieces must be 
larger than a cubic foot. After being 
Fedticed to pieces they are sent back to 
the yun foundries—Philadelphia Ledger,

THE FOAM OF THE SEA. 


No Matter What the Color of the Water, 
= the Froth Will be White, 
Noone can haye failed to notice that 
_ the foam along the shore of the sea or of 
_alakeis white. No matter how deep 
the blue of the water may be, there is 
the same whiteness of the froth at its 
edge. For that matter,all foam is white. 
If the blackest ink in the worldis beaten 
into foam, the foam will be as white as 
the froth of milk. The reason for this 
is that we see all objects by reflected 
ight. If they reflect all the rays they 
appear white; if mes absorb all the rays 
they seem to be black. The ink absorbs 
all the light, and is black. When itis 
_ beaten into froth, the little bubbles re- 
flect all the light from their surfaces— 
_ for their extreme thinness makes them 
‘practically nothing but surface — and 
_ thus they are white. For thesame reason 
any colored stone shows white when it 
has been ground to powder. ‘Take the 
_blackest marble and reduce it to small 
grains, and these will appear white, be- 
cause their surfaces now reflect all the 
light. If the polished surface of the 
same marble be only a little scratched, 
a8 witha nail or drill-point, the effect 
_ will be a light-colored streak. One of 
the ways of testing stones and minerals 
is to observe the color of the streak as 
compared with the natural surface. If 
one watches the water falling over the 
rock at Niagara he may see it of an em- 
_ erald green near the upper part of the 
fall. uch the same effect is produced 
when billows are anse curying into break- 
_ érs on the beach directly in front of us. 
_ Asimilar tint is seen in blocks of thick 
ice. The absorption and reflection of light 
are the same under all these condi- 
tions. Again, the froth at the foot 
 6f the fall and that at the edge of 
the sea is all of it equally white. So, 
too, if we pound the ice into small par- 
ticles, they will be as white as the foam. 
_ The same foe is illustrated in the ap- 
d parece of the tiny particles of dew on 
f he spider’s web as compared with the 
, ae drops suspended from the tips of 
blades of grass. All the morestrikingly 
is the difference seen if the cold has con- 
verted dew and water into frost and ice. 
The frost sparkles from the innumerable 
faces of its crystals, while the ice shows 
a uniformly shining surface. Frost and 
_ snow are white because of the smallness 
of their particles and the great number 
of their reflecting surfaces, All the light 
being reflected, they can be only of this 
color,—Churcbman, 


A Romarkable Surgical Feat, 

A medical correspondent sends to the 
Edinburgh Evening Dispatch an account 
of a remarkable cperauon recently per- 
formed in one of the largest London hos- 
pitals, and which has hadea very suc- 
cessful result. It seems that an artisan, 
about aoe years of age, some five years 
ago fell and severely injured his right 
arm. It was operated on at the time, 
and the result proved that either the sur- 
geon by misadventure had divided the 
nerve or it had been torn in the fall, At 
all events, the injured arm never recoy- 
ered its former appearance, but wasted 
and became quite useless. It was a seri- 
ous misfortune to a workingman, and 
it was decided to open up the arm and 
explore, withthe result, as first surmised, 
that the nerve was found to be partially 
divided. Two fresh ends were made, 
and alive rabbit haying been obtained, 
it was rendered unconscious, skinned, 
and the two sciatic nerves were extract- 
ed and stitched to the two ends of the 
divided nerve in the man’s arm. ‘The 
wound was then stitched up, and the 
patient placed in bed. It is now seven 
weeks since the operation, and the re- 
sult is most fayorable. The man has 
perfect power in hisright arm, which is 
rapidly gaining the original bull, and he 
is now able to follow his employment,

Engrayors, designers and workers of | 
fine embroidery are apt to be troubled 
with congestion of the corner of the eye 
and inflamed lids. Generally this does 
not interfere materially with their pow- 
er of vision, butit gives them a most un- 
pleasant expression, An old engraver 
told a Salsas Record writer his 
experience with his eyes, and how he 
cured them. 

“Occasionally,” he said, ‘‘my eyes 
would become so inflamed that I could 
not use them. Then! tried appliogsions 
of cold tea leaves, extract of witch hazel 
and sometimes went to a physician and 
had my eyes leeched, If I went to sleep 
with cold tea leayes on my eyes the leaves 
would become dry, act as a poultice and 
make my eyes worse. Leeching, while 
affording a temporary relief, increased 
the tendency to congestion, Witch 
hazel was the best remedy, but often 
would afford no relief whatever. Near- 
ly every engraver in our establishment 
was aftiicted as I was, some of them los- 
ing three weeks’ work ina year, Some 
went to eminent oculists, others remain- 
ed in darkened rooms for days at a timo,

our engravers went toa leading New 
York oculist, paid him $15 and received 
a prescription which cost him five cents 
to have a druggist put up. It cured his 
eyes like magic antl he told us about it.
